To-Day’s Balloting. 
ALBANY, June 23.—The joint convention 
ballot for Senator in place of Conkling re- 


sulted,as a combined vote, Wheeler 50, Potter 
53, Conkling 52, Cornell 1, Lapham 17, Fol- 
cer 1, Geo. G. Haskins 1. No choice. 

The ballot for a successor to Platt was as 
follows: 

Combined vote—Depew 56, Kernan 53, 
Platt 27, Cornell 8, Wheeler 1, Crowley 8, 
Lapham 4, Tremainel. No choice 

The Convention proceeded to ballot again 
with the following result. Combined vote, 
Wheeler 50, Potter 53, Conkling 32, Lapham 
17, Haskins 2, Folger 11. No choice. 

The Convention ther proceeded to vote 
again, Astor teading off with a change from 
P.att to Hoskins. Combined vote—Depew 53, 
Kernan 53, Platt 27,Cornell 7, Crowley 6, Hos- 
kins 5, Tremaine 1. Nochoice. On motion 
of Jacobs the Convention adjourned.

ident. Previous to that date was superin- 
tendent of the road since 1869. Am almost 
continually alomg the line of the road. Am 
engaged some little in business in Buffalo. 
Never raised any money on my own 
credit May 244-or 25. Graves, of this ¢ity, had 
cashed for mre a New York draft for $20,000. 


Hiave done business with the house ef Chase 
& Atkins and their successors for the past 
eleven years. May 25, after the draft was 
cashed, I went to Buffalo bythe midnight 
train. Toeld Graves | would like te have 
currency for the draft to take to Buffalo with 
me. Took it there and put the money in my 
private safe in Buffalo. Lateron it was de- 
posited in the bank. Did not talk with anv 
member of the Legislature the night I re- 
ceived themoney.

Charles P. Ingersoll of Westfield swora— 
Have been in Albany duriag the past four 
weeks in the interest of Administration men. 
Prefer Depew to anv other eandidate. Have 
known Senator Sessions four or five years. 
Have known Bradley since January last. 
Have conversed with him oan the Senatorial 
question. Up to June8 I had talked with 
Bradley and on that day supposed 
he would vote for Depew. Never 
paid him any money. Saw no one pay hia 


any money, nor no money in Bradley’s pos- 


session. Saw Session that afternoon before 
teatime at his room. Told Sessiens of the 
conversation with Bradley that afternoon: 
also told him what Terry had toid me of the 
feeling among our people on 
the Senatorial question. Our eon- 
versation occurred in Session’s 
room inthe Kenmore Hotel; don’t remem- 
uer seeing Bradley again that evening after 
1 left Session’s room. Bradley told me in the 
afternoon he understood his constituents 
strongly opposed Conkling and Platt, and 
that he bad got through voting for them, and 
would vote thereafter for Depew.

nection therewith. 

After breakfast I went to the White House, 
the Postmaster-General being present with 
me. The President asked me who would be 
a good man for the office of Marshal in New 
York. I replied I could’ not __ say. 
He asked me how about Mr. Knox? 
l said his appointment would an excellent 
one. The President asked me to see Knox at 
Arlington. I didso and talked an hour with 
him, but Knox insisted he did not want it. 
He had no acquaintance with politics and 
feared 1t would interfere with his profession- 
al business. Finding him unwil- 
ling to accept, it Judge Gardner’s and Col. 
Erbardt’s names were again brought 
up followed by my suggesting Senator Stra- 
han’s name. I went back to the White House, 
and found the President busily engaged, but 
he came outin the library, and after telling 
him about the refusal of Knox I mentioned 
Strahan’s name, but the President did not 
know him. I went back to Knox, and after 
talking a while I sent that telegram 
to Senator Strahan and came 
onto New York. I met Strahan at the 


| Union League Club that night and asked him 


if I could use his name far the ojfice of Mar- 
shalshipY Strahan said: ‘*Do you know 
whether Conkling and Platt are to be candi- 
dates?’’?’ I answered I did not. He then 
asked me, ‘*‘Where are vou in _ this 
fight?” I answered, “Tn this 
President.’”’ 
He said: Idon’t know whether either gentle- 
man will be a candidate, put I don’t like to 
be embarrassed. He asked if this offer could 
be held over till after the settlement of the 
United States Senatorship. I replied, ‘‘No, 
I must have an answer immediately.”’ I told 
him that of course he would be expected 
to vote avainst Conkling and 
Platt. Hewanted to consult with Judge 
Gardner that night and give mean answer in 
the morning. Iagreedtothis, and in the 
morning he telegraphed he would not accept 
the place. I received a telegram about 2 
o’clock that morning from Henry E. Knox at 
Washington, asking me to suggest some 
name if Strahan woula not accept. Here the 
committee took a recess. 


Secretary Lincoln. 
WASHINGTON, June 23.—Secretary Lincoln 
returned from Long Branch this morning 
and resumed his duties. 


A Cabinet Meeting. 

LONG BRANCH, June 23.—A meeting of 
the Cabinet was held at 10 o’clock. Its de- 
liberations are unknown. 

President Garfield’s family physician de- 
parted this morning for New Berlin, Ohio, 
to attend Mrs. Arnold. 

The Star Route Charges. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—General Brady, 
through his counsel, Shellabarger and Wil- 
eon, to-day made application before the 
Court, Judge Cox presiding, for an imme- 
diate investigation by the Grand Jury of the 


Star Route charges. It was stated on behalf 
of Brady that he has been subject to bitter 
assaults from the press for months; that 
Government agents are represented as taking 
evidence against him and newspapers are 
continually filled with charges against him; 
that it Was statea the Grand Jury just im- 
paneled would take up and _.in- 
vestivate these charges, and now it is 
announced that the whole matter will be 
postponed till September. Brady claimed 
the privilege under the law of a prempt und 
<peedy trial and asked the Court to direct the 
Grand Jury to investigate the charges im- 
mediately. Col, Cook, special coun- 
sel in the Star Route Cases, 
made a speech, saying the evidence 
's not vet ready for submission tothe Grand 
Jury; that not a single case is yet complete 
end to go before the Grand Jury in the pres- 
ent condition the case would be a comptete 
ivilure. He said the cases are being made up 
and evidence collected as fast as possible 
lutit will De several weeks at least before 
uny case is called complete. Cook spoke of 
the importance of the cases and eharges and 
suid there was noljintention of persecution, 
bhutthe government meansto clear itself of 
all responsibility if there was wrong. He said 
the charges of wrong extended to Texas and 
up the country to Oregon, all over the West- 
ern border, and it might be neeesary to eall 
witnesses from these far distant sections. 
The Court held that it eould not 
expedite matters hasten- 
ing the Grand Jury investigation 
before the prosecution is ready, and so all 
all the Star Route cases cases finally go over 
until September, and the present Grand Jury 
will be allowed a recess until then. 


The Readjusters. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25.—The plans 
of the Virginia coalitionists are being mainly 
formulated here in Washington. Lewis, 
the nominee of the Republican ticket, 
claims he is still chairman of the Republican 
State Central Committee of Virginia, and he 
and others of the committee who faver a 
coalition claim that the meeting 
of the committee for the 4th inst. 
will be the only legal meeting, and it is their 
purpose tofill the place of Wickham and 
other Straightouts on the committee with 
new men who favor tbe coalition. The ir- 
dications now are that there will be two sep- 
urate committees—that of the Straight- 
outs, headed by Wickham, und 
the Coalitionists, headed by Lewie, 
and Lewis will insist that his is the regular 
committee. Lewis’ committee will 
take such action as is calcu- 
lated to help the coalition, expecting to 
thus divide the Republican party. Senator 
Dawes has written a letter to Virginia, eara- 
estlv advising the Republicans to join with 
the Reudjusters, and a similar letter from 
other prominent Republicans willbe pre- 
sented onthe 28th. Wickham and the 
straightouts have a majority of 
the committee as it now stands. 
even Lewis will not be recognized as chair- 
man, and he wiilthen call the committee 
to meet at some other place than the one des- 
ignated, and it is this that induces 
x division of the committees. Serator 
Mabone stil] controls the appointment of 
sinall postmasters in Virginia. Citizens 
of Falls Church met recently and 
designated a Republican for postmaster. 
Mahone apposed him and he could not get 
the appointment. After awhile the citizens 
were informed that they must submit aman 
whom Mahone would approve, and when this 
was done that man was appointed. 


President Garfield. 
LONG BRANCH, June 23.—President Gar- 
field reviewed the Seventh Regiment of Vet- 
erans this morning. He then went to the 


Ocean Hotel, where he was accorded a 
reception by the Pennsylvania editors. He 
was introduced hy President Chalfont of 
the Association. The President announced 
that having only a few moments to spare, 
on aceount of a previous engagement, it 
would give him pleasure to shake hands with 
all the editors and their wives. After this 
shaking of hands, the President left for the 
Seventh Regiment Veteran dinner.

THE ITALIAN LOAN. - 

LONDON, June 23.—Most of the financial 
articles in the morning papers state until the 
relations between France and Italy become 
more satisfactory the difficulties attending 
the attempt to place a ioan on the Paris mar- 
ket will be practically insurmountable. 
France will only consent to the loan bemg 
dealt witb on the Paris Bourse on the condi- 
tion Italy formally withdraws her disapprov- 
al of French policy in Tunis. 

THE TELEGRAPHERS. 

LONDON, June 23.—The feeling of dissatis- 
faction among the telegraphers has caused 
manv to seek employment in the foreign ca- 
ble companies,the pay of the latter being 
double the Government pay. Many have sig- 
nified their intention to resign. 

THE CENSUS. 

LONDON, June 23.—The census is rapidly 
approaching completion. The entire popu- 
lation of the kingdom will be above 25,000,- 
000, an inerease in the decade of over 
4,000,000. 

THE SLAVE TRADE. 

LONDON, June 23.—In the Commons, Duff, 
the Under Colonial Secretary, said the Gov- 
ernment is considering the question of the 
international agreement to suppress kidnap- 
ping and the slave trade in the Western Pa- 
cific. 


France. 

PARIS, June 23.—Louis De Cassagnac, the 
brother of Paul DeCassagnac, fought a duel 
with Captain Herrissant. DeCassagnac, af- 
ter receiving a slight scratch, wounded his 
adversary in the shoulder.

Twosteamship companies offered to 
the Italian Consul accommodations aboard 
all their ships, for Italians are afraid to re- 
main and 600 have already left.

USED FOR STOCK PURPOSES.

At Marseilles everything is quiet and no 
{further trouble is apprehended. Speculators 
vynd operators of the Stock Exchange have 
made the most of the Marseilles incident to 
knock down the market and produce a min- 
iature panic in French and Italian securi- 
ties. 


Germany. 

BERLIN, June 23.—The National Zeitung

America onlv is profiting by this 
war in peace, for which French agricultural- 
ists are paying dearly.

Discovery of Another Comet. 

ROCHESTER, June 23.—Two simultaneous 
dispatches were received by Professor Swift, 
of the Warner Observatory, by which it ap- 
pears another great comet has been discover- 
ed. Professor Harpless, Haverford College, 
Pennsylvania, states that Edwards saw it 
with the naked eye this morning, and Edgar 
L. Larkin, New Windsor, TIIll., also 
reports seeing it, and that it is a vast new 
comet, is located in the constellation *“*Auri- 
ga,” about eight degrees of Capella, and it is 
not improbable it may be the much expected 
comet of 1812, which should appear not far 
from that locality. There is some 
question as to who has the honor of the 
discovery,and the Warner prize of $200 belong 
to Larkin or Edwards.

WORLDLY PROGRESS. 


Stevenson’s First Locomotive—Boxlag 
Up Electricity. 
From M D. Conway's London Letter. 

To-day England is witnessing two festal af- 
fairs of imposing dimensions which have a 
certain relation by contrast with each other. 
One isthe celebration of the ccntenary of 
George Stevenson’s birth at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne; the otheris ‘tye old English«Fayre”’ 
atthe Royal Albert Hall in London. The 
Fair is a grand masquerade of the olden time 
in which niany of the prettiest and most em- 
inent ladies in London may be seen, dressed 
upinthe style of their great great-grand- 
mothers, or costumes farther back, framed in 
anarray of medieval villages, booths and 
other paraphernalia. It is one of the most 
wonderful! scenes which this metropolis has 
eyer seen, and pretty much the whole me- 
tropolis is crowded into the big building, 
there packed like sardines ina box. The 
migration of English society out of the habi- 
tat artificidiy restored to Albert Hall 
makes it seem almost prehistoric, and the 
migration lias been largely made on that rail- 
way Which George Stevenson started in Oc- 
tober, 1825, between Darlington and Stock- 
ton. The liumble lad who worked as a col- 
dier’s pit-boy on one shilling a week, and 
who wus eighteen years of age before he 
Jearned to read, became the revolutionizer of 
the world. He was declared in the House of 
Commons to be a knave and un imposter. He 
was next forced to pledge himself that his 
engines should on!y run ten miles an hour. 
When the hateful thing came fromthe pro- 
\inces to this neighborhood, andit was pro- 
posed at the bar mess that they should go out 
to Croydon bytrain, instead of posting by 
carriages, it was bitterly opposed as beneath 
the dignity of the bar; and, when the reform- 
ers gained 4 majority,the conservatives left 
the room,amonyg them Sir Frederic Thesiger, 
afterwards Lord Chancellor, and the late 
Russell Gurney, Recorder of London. 

When Stevenson first looked upon, his 
train moving so stately and softly he cried: 
“Itis drawn by Light.” Sunlight that had 
garnered itself for untold ages in black sub- 
terranean rock did indeed draw that train, 
but Stevenson could not foresee the immense 
amount of light thatit was drawing afterit. 
And now his centenary is celebrated by a dis- 
covery Which may throw even his vast work 
into the shade. ‘To-day Sir William Thomson 
announces some of the prospects which wait 
onalittle box which was recently carried 
from Paris to Glasgow.

TIN WEDDING PRESENTS. 


Odd But Popular Fruits of the Late Mr. 
Musgrove’s Fancy. 
From the New York Sun. 

The inventor who began to make tin wed- 
ding presents bv wholesale died in tbis city 
recently. He was born in London, and for 
many years carried on a wholesale flower 
business in Liyerpool. Then he went into 
the tinware business inthis city, in Forty- 
first street, near Ninth avenue. Although 
Mr. Musgrove had become a practical tin- 
ner, yet be remained a scientific florist at 
heart, and one day it occurred to 


him that he might bring flowers and tin’ 


together by making tin boquets for tin 
weddings. He wisely chose such flowers for 
the purpose as are remarkable for pretty 
shapes rather than for color. . Marigolds and 
asters, field daisies and buttercups, cxlla and 
tiger hlies and tulips, camelias, and roses 
were imitated faithfully, even to their sta- 
mens and pistils; but orchids, fuechbsias and 
hbegonias Were too complicated in structure to 
be taken as patterns, while forget-me-nots, 
mignonette and lilics of the vallev were too 
delicate to be thought of for a moment. 
The arrangement of the tin flowers 
in a bouquet was after the manner 
of natural flowers, and the inventor conceived 
the happy notion of constructing a little tank 
inthe tulip that crowned the bouquet, in 
which such perfumes as new-mown hay, heli- 
otrope, japonica or violet might be carried, 
so that their fragrance should be dispensed 
by the wedding guest who carried the tin 
flowers. 

Rival tinnersin this city openly declared 
that the inventor Was a vaporing sentimen- 
talist. At tin weddings, they asked. had not 
the presents always been of kitchen ware, 
useful and not ornamental? Why, then, try 
to get up mock fancy articles? But Mr. Mus- 
yrove replied that everybody liked fun ata 
wedding, and that he believed he could help 
italong. Common kitchen utensils which 
had been presented at the wedding,he added, 
are soon mixed up with the ‘*‘boughten”’ 
wares, and thus the precious fact that they 
were prescnts from dear fmends is lost to 
mind. Quaint and fanciful articles made 
from tin would be preserved as souveuirs. 

Se from time to time Mr. Musgrove inuvent- 
ed new articles of tin suitable for tin wed- 
dings. lis sons, who succeeded to his busi- 
ness, now proudly exhibita great glass case 
in the most conspicuous place in their manu- 
factory. It its filled with ‘gleaming 
samples of the curious wares. 
The designs number eighty. Among the 
most curious are baskets of tin flowers, 
hand and buttonhole bouquets, such musical 
instruments as banjos, cornets, drums, trum- 
pets, fifes, flutes and violins; tin wheelbar- 
rows and schooners three feet long, with be- 
lying tin sails; coal hods, flatirons, hatchets 
and hand saws, fog horns tive feet long, walk- 
ing sticks, cradles, Watches and chains such 
as Eph Horn used to wearonthe minstrel 
stage, wedding cards, writing desks, brooches 
and breastpins, women’s belts and sandal 
boots, fans, bracelets and feathers, earrings 
and epaulets, brushes and combs, chains and 
crossess, erowns and coronets, finger rings 
and sleeve buttons, spectacles, slippers and 
neckties, lockets and chains, napkin rings, 
pitchers, cake baskets und card baskets, egy 
cups, birds, bells, knives and forks, quill pens, 
razors in a cause, rolling pins and sugar tongs, 
spoons and cakes. The cakes are made to 
represent a wedding cake, and a bunch of tiu 
flowers is soldered to the top. The cike, 
however, has no bottom, anditcan be used 
to cover a genuine wedding cake. The most 
striking objects simulated in tinware are 
a man’s silk hat and a woman’s English 
walking hat. On one side of the hatis a 
wreath of tin flowers, while on the opposit: 
side of the crown waves atin feather. Tw» 
ribbons of tin hang down at anangle of 44> 
bebind, and 1n front is atin pompon. 

**Do wealthy people buy these things?’’

**Yes; they are the only people who do buy 
them,” he replied.

The traffic in these wares is growing all the 
while.’’ 

The Abuse of Quinine. 
A Physician in the Chicago Tribune. 

For many vears I have felt it my dutv asa 
physician to protest against the growing 
abuse of quinine, and to warn the public 
againstits danyvers. I have sofar refrained 
because I feared the public andthe medical 
profession might think I was unduly preju- 
diced on account of my connection with the 
homepathic school of medicine. But let me 
say that lam not one of those who reject the 
use of quinine. Onthe contrary, I consider 
ita valuable and useful drug. Itisthe abuse 
of it, and not its legitimate use, that I pro- 
test against. For the last five years, espe- 
cially, its abuse by the profession and the 
laity has yearly assumed dangerous propor- 
tions. Itis the medical fashion of the day, as 
much so as was the use of antimony and 
mercury during the last century. This fash- 
ion is rapidly tending to an eX- 
treme, Which must sooner or later 
result in a reaction which will be tre- 
mendous, justas allreactions from abuse 
are. ‘The reaction against antimony and 
mercury has nearly banished them from 
practice, and really excluded them when 
they ought tobe used. So it will be with 
quinine. Itought tobe knownthat quinine 
is as inuch a poison in over-doses as arsenic. 
In massive doses it will cause all the phenom- 
ena of collapse, pernicious congestions and 
serious lesions of the brain. In agues it often 
substitutes its own poisonous effects for that 
of the disease, and the ignorant physician 
goes on giving the drug without recognizing 
the fact. It often precipitates attacks of 
apoplexy, mania and insanity, which milder 
treatment could ward off. The immense 
doses Which are given’ in cerebro-spinal 
fevers often drag the patient toa rapidly fa- 
talend. Dr.W.A.Hammond,in a private 
letter to the writer, declares it is a potent 
cause of congestion of the brain and should 
be used with great caution. The medi- 
cal superintendent of one 
the insane asylums in 
State declared to a friend 
mine that, in a large proportion of the insane 
which came under his care, that condition 
had been caused or aggravated by the im- 
proper use of quinine. In my own personal 
experience I can pointto hundreds of per- 
sousin Chicago who have been irreparably 
injured by this drug. One notorious irregu- 
lar practitioner gives it in endrmous doses for 
nearly every complaint; and, not conitcnt 
With its internal use, orders it rubbed into 
the skin, mixed with lard, by the ounce. The 
Victims to this unwarrantable treatment can 
be numbergd by hundreds, and its deleterious 
effects will followthem for vears. There is 
a worse aspect, however, than its occasional 
abuse. Lallude to its continued use. When 
a person has been subjected toits abuse fora 
loneth of time, he cannot leave it off; he be- 
comes &@ contirmed quinine eater, and in the 
end his condition becom:s ss deplorable as 
that ofan opium cater. I have at this time 
ventured on this protest because I find that 
the regular protession are beginning to wake 
up tothe knowledge of the abuse of quinine, 
and are bold enough to denounce it.

How the President Enjoys Himself at 
the Refreshing Sea Shore. 
Long Branch Special to N. ¥. Herald. 


’ The aie and repase which the President 
sought in coming to Long Branch he has cer- 
tainly found at the Elberon Hotel. Since his 
arrival here on Saturday evening he has not 
left his quarters for more than a couple of 
hours, except to attend church on Sunday. 
The politicians have left him severely alone, 
and the only sound that comes to him is the 
long roar of the ocean as rt vreaks on the 
beach a few bundred feet away from his win- 
aows. This is infinitely sweeter than the 
roar of the Obio politicians clamoring for 
oflice in the Executive Mansion. 
I have said that with the exception 
of the church business he has been out of his 
rooms for only a few hours. These have been 
stolen from the night. When the hotel was 
closed lastevening and the pleasant, breezy 
verandahs were deserted, the President took 
a quiet stroll down to the bluffs,accompanied 
by Colonel Rockwell, and listened to the 
murmuring of the ‘sad sea waves.”? It must 
have been a relief. What they whispered to 
him no one of course can tell. They may 
have conveyed a message from Albany, or 
from Charley Foster, who, according to all 
accounts, is not in a particularly comfortable 
position at the present time. Probubly they 
sang him a stalwart song. 

The notice which the organs have served 
on the political mob that their attendance 
would be considered an intrusion seems to 
have the dcsired cffect so faras their pres- 
ence, or rather their absence, is concerned. 
Not a solitary Half- Breed has gut in an ap- 
pearance, and the “bouncing, bounding Dav- 
enport, who at least was expected down to- 
day, did notarrive. The Long Branch cot- 
tagers Who would of course be glad to honor 
the President in every possible 
way have respected his wishes 
to be let alone and remained away 
with remarkaable unanimity. Probably they 
are overdoing the thing, forthe situation is 
positively dull. Colonel Jones, who con-

Porter, and who is his guest. Mr. 
Lincoln had a very long interview with the 
President this evening. The only other no- 
table cailers were Senator Milier, of Cali- 
fornia, Who arrived early in the morning, 
almost before breakfast was over; Congress- 
man Townsend, of Cleveland, Ohio, and Mr. 
Kelsey, the Secretary of the State of New 
Jersev, accompanied by one Henry C. Little. 
Mr. Kelsey Was not admitted. Mr. Townsend 
was, of course, more fortunate. ‘The Ohio 
man is notin the habit ofbeing denied any- 
thing he asks or wants, and Mr. Townsend, 
being an old friend and “chum,” and having 
probably important, perhaps unencouraging, 
if not disheartening, pews to communicate, 
had an extended interview. Sam Ward wus 
alsoon hand. The king of the lobby could 
not of course be denied. Mr. Wardis one of 
the most fascinating of men socially, politi- 
cally and otherwise, and when his card is sent 
to any of our public men, Judges of the Su- 
preme Court, officers of the Cabinet, United 
states Senators und evcn Presidents, the bell 
boy generally brings back word to show him 
up.

TO LOOK AT THE SUN. 
An Expedition to Ascertain Whether 
He is Not Really Blue. 
From the N. Y. Times, June 19. 

Prof. S. P. Langley, Director of the Alle- 
gheny Observatory, famous in the line of 
discovery in solar physics, is about starting 
onanexpedition of scientific and popular 
interest. The main object of this expedition 
isio determine by actual experiment the 
amount of heat given by the sunto the earth. 
Numerous questions of importance to me- 
teorology are closely involved in this inquiry, 
and hence it hasa direct practical bearing. 
A liberal citizen of Pittsburg, Pa., who 
Wishes that his name should not be maie 
public, has defrayed the large cost of the 
requisite apparatus and also of the inci- 
dental «xpenses of the expcdition. Tue 
co-operation and hearty § assistance of 
Gen. Hazen, Chief ofthe Signal Service Bu- 
reau, has been given tothis enterprise, and 
it proceeds under this official direction. To 
attain its special object the expedition must 
seek one of the most elevated summits on 
the continent, in an extreme arid rezion, 
these two conditions being essential. These are 
only to be found combined in the remote local- 
ities of Arizona and Southern California. in 
places farfrom civilization, and where the 
aid of the Government by the War Depart- 
ment is indispensible both to provide trans- 
portation and protection. One of the objects 
of the expedition will be to prove by a new 
class of experiments a curious conclusion 
which Prof. Langley has already arrived at, 
to the effectthat the sunis not really white, 
or yellow, oreven a red object: but that sun- 
light is in reality *“*deeply, darkly, beautifully 
blue.”? We, however, see sunlighs only 
through the delusive medium of an atmos- 
phere. Weare in the position of people 
who have been looking through color- 
ed spectacles without knowing it. If we had 
always looked at the electric light in this wav 
—sa} throuth yellow glasses—we should have 
belicved it vellow. The proof that we havea 
blue sun is, however, somewhat conclusive at 
present. and this expedition is likely to add 
tothe strength ofthe proof. This is not 
merely asubject ofcurious inquiry. [four 
atmosphere in reality has played the part of 
vellow glasses,it follows that an enormous 
proportion ofthe sun’s heat has never been 
taken into account in those questions of sci- 
entific meteorology which have a special 
bearing on climate, and hence upon agricul- 
turaland other practical affairs. Two adja- 
cent stations will be selected, respectively at 
heights of 1,000 and 14,000 feet forthe pur- 
poses of comparison, through their very diff- 
erent thickness of atmosphere. The person- 
nel of the expedition will includet at least six 
specialists, of whom one will be an officer 
from the army, three from civil life, and two 
non-commissioned ofticers of the Signal Ser- 
vice. The expeditions start July 1, from 
Pittsburg.

IT’S IRIDIUM! 

Electric Light Experimenters 
Have Been Looking For. 

From the Cincinnati Gizette, 22d. 

Much has been said and wr:tten concerning 
that gas exterminating invention the electric 
light, and the matteris one in which many 
men of science are interested. Henceare- 
lation of the facts concerning any new dis- 
covery is hailed with interest and read with 
avidity. It was principally the latter reason, 
aside from bis own curiosity in the matter, 
that led a Gazette reperter to visit Mr. John 
Holland’s jewelry store, West Fourth street. 
last night to see the working of what is known 
as the iridium electric lamp, which was then 
being first exhibited to the public, or at least 
that portion which either business or the 
pleasure of an evening promenade called to 
that favored thoroughfare. 

The iridium lamp differs only in one respect

from the Maxim lamp now in use in front of, 


the Florentine Hotel, but in the end the dif- 
ference is a vast one. Inthe electric lamp in 
use up to the presenttime both the positive 
and negative electrodes are of carbon, which, 
while being a very poor eonductor ofthe 
electric current, is likewise susceptible to 
heat, burning away very fast under the in- 
tense heat induced by the tremendous cur- 
rent passing through it When the machine is 
in operation. Inthe iridium lamp the posi- 
tive electrode is of carbon and the negative of 
iridium. The way in which it came to attract 
attention was as follows: Mr. John Holland 
was epgaged for a number of 
years in MB Aye er to find some method 
by which he might be enabled to fuse iridi- 
um. After along time he was successful in 
his efforts; butit was found that the compo- 
sition, asitthen was, would melt readily, 
owing to the amount of phosphorus it had 
retained from the fusing process. Atthat 
juncture Prof. Dudley, of the Ohio Medical 
College, took the matter in hand to see if, by 
some process, he could not separate the 
phosphorus and iridum, making it again non- 
fusible and prepared for use. The means by 
which he attained his end were fully set forth 
in a Jecture which he delivered, and which 
was publishedin the Gazette at the time. 

W hile the above good work was going on, 
experiments with the electric lignt were 
being made in the Ohio Medical Ccllege, 
wherein an attempt was made to substitute 

latinum for the negative carbon electrode. 

vt was found to melt too readily to be of any 
lasting use. The attention of Mr. W. M. 
Thomas, a young photographer in the gallery 
of Van Loo, who fora number of years past 
had been attracted to the platinum research- 
es, Was directed to these experiments, and 
the question at once arose in his mind, why 
nottry iridium? Withthat end in view he 
sought Prof. Dudley, and asked him for a 
small piece of the metal, which was given 
him, and he departed, only to return in a 
short time with a statement of what he had 
found, and the two went to work together, 
Mr. Sam. Skinner alse giving his assistance, 
and the iridium lamps are the result. 

In conversation with Prof. Dudley he 
stated that they were experimenting in their 
shop where the steam pressure only gave 
their machine an impetus of 900 revolutions 
per minute. With both positive and negative 
eloctrodes of carbon they obtained no light 
at all, but that immediately the carbon point 
gave piace tothe iridium alightof several 


hundred candle power was obtained. And- 


why? As before stated carbon is a poor con- 
ductor, and a powerful eurrent must be in- 
duced to have any effect at all. On the con- 
trary, iridium gives free passage to the cur- 
rent, in that way saving at least forty 
per cent of electricity, and it is claimed 
that with the same amount of pow- 
er seven iridium lamps can be _ used 
where by the old way the current will feed 
only five. Indeed, some enthusiastic scien- 
tists claim§ double the number of iridium 
lamps for the same power, but Prof. Dudley 
is modest, and says that he divided it seven 
to five in favor of the new light. The iridium 
point is indestructible, whereby a great ex- 

ense is saved. But the most important point 
s this: The point of light always remains in 
the same place,making what is known as a fo- 
cusing lamp, and can be used with a reflector 
without the use of additional and intricate 
macbinery. ‘thatis,in the carbon lamp, as 
the negative pole which is below, burns off, 
and consequently sinks down, it is followed 
by the positive pole, which is above, so that 
if used on a headlight, the effectiveness of the 
reflector would be soon lost. In the new 
lamp, however, the negative iridium pole is 
stationary, and the positive pole, as it burns 
off, falls continually down. In order to ob- 
tain a stationary or focusing light in the old 
lamp it was necessary to construct clockwork 
machinery, Which constantly pushed the neg- 
ative pole to its place. There is also a de- 
cided difference in the light, the new having 
none of that peculiar blue tinge, and is be- 
sides much softer tothe eye.

These gay young 
blades kept together during the evening and 
cenfined their attentions almost exclusively to 
a young lady who has always been prominent 
as well as a favorite in society circles. Thev 
escorted her to the refreshmemt table, and 
after the other guests had returned up stairs 
this party remained, talking gaily together, 
until they were the only ones in the supper 
room. When the coast was thus clear the 
foreigners began to ply the young lady with 
wine, andinashort time she was greatly 
umder the influence of the  stim- 
ulating beverage, of which she had partaken 
more freely than usual, After they 
bad succeededin getting her into this condi- 
tion they took her upstairs to one of the 
dressing-rooms, where they remained to- 
gether sometime. They were subsequently 
seen to escort the young lady down stairs to 
her carriage, and she was driven to her 
home. 

‘“‘Their strange conduct had not been un- 
observed, and curiosity was aroused to know 
Whatit all meant.

The Washington Monument.

To-day the Washington monument reached 
a height of exactly 200 feet. Of this elevation 
about thirty feet have been added since the 
work began upon it last spring.

The 
latter figure can easily be reached with fai 
weather and no bad luck, if the marble! 
furnished rapidly enough. That it will bei 
by no means certam, however, as it is not al 
ways supplied as fast as the workmen ca 
handle it with the new and improved ms 
chinery for hoisting, ete., now 
use. Each course consists of 4 
layer of stone recisely two feet 
thick, which is to be the thickness of all the 
courses from the foundation tothe top. The 
stones are not, however, ail of one length of 
breadth. ‘They vary in these dimensions it 
order to break the joints, and bind the work 
as firmly as possible; butthey are as long 
and wide asthey can be procured, as thé 
more massive the stone the more secure and 
lasting the structure will be. The ultimate 
height of the monument isto be 550 feet, 
which will makeit considerably the highest 
artificial object in the world at the present 
time, andthe hichest, as itis beliewed, ever 
comstructed by man.

The Girl Graduates Hold Their Ex- 
ercises at the Academy of 
the Sisters. 


Crowning of Graduates and Distribution 
of Honors—The Programme —

Among the institutions for the education 
of girls the Academy of the Sisters of St. 
Joseph holds a very prominent position.

The 
room adjoining the hallis adorned with the 
paintings and drawings of the advanced pu- 
pus, and on a center table is 
exbibited a rare collection of wax and 
shell work, executed by the young ladies 
themselves uvaided by their teachers. The 
display of needle and crocbet werk excited 
the admiration of all who were admitted to 
the room where they were on exhibition. 
Two beautiful crosses of wax work, entwined 
with flowers and wreatbs and executed by 
Misses Nellie Buckley and Bessie Shelby, 
were first on the center table. Immediately 
behind them followed two lake scenes with 
water lilies growing in the center 
and geese swimming near by, presenting 
a very beautiful scene, wrought in Wax 
by Miss Nellie Stoops. ‘Three harps inter- 
woven With flowers and hanging vines with 
little wax-doves|perched on top, executed by 
Misses M. Fitzgerald, Mamie Conway and 
Snow Reames, were the most attractive fea- 
tures of the wax work display. In the center 
of this display was a large and beautiful 
arch of shell work made to form roses, hon- 
ey-sucklhes, pond lilies, etc. It was executed 
by Miss Emma litter.

An Arizona Town Almost Destroyed— 
“siete Loss, $250,000. - 
TOMBSTONE, ARIZ, June 23.—Fire swept 
over the space of six blocks, destroying 
about one hundred and fifty  build- 
ings, including a large pirt 
of the business portion of the town. The 


r losses will probably aggregate a quarter of a 


million. About 800 people are homeless. 
The buildings are mostly cheap, of tempora- 
ry charreter. The fire originated in a saloon 
from the opening of a barrel of whisyy, 
the flames of which communicated 
with a cigar lighter. Water 
was scarce, no fire engines, and .- but 
little could be done to check the flames ex- 
cept tear down buildings, etc. A 
few accidents occurred, none of them be- 
ing very serious. The Turnverein Hall 
and ‘heater were thrown open 
for the accommodation of those burned out. 
The insurance agency of Hutchin- 
son, Mann & Smith, of San Francisco, 
representing a number of companies reports 
a loss of $200,000.

THAT HOT CORN. 


Considerable Feeling Excited Over the 
Report on ’Change. 


The reported arrival of hot corn at New 
Orleans that had been shipped by buyers 
from this market has stirred up consider- 
able feeling on ’Change. Some  par- 
ties seem te think thatthe fact should have 
been kept quiet and not published by the 
Post-DISPATCH, the only paper that gave 
all the factsin the matter correctly, these 
cautious parties being afraid that the river 
route’s reputation would be damaged if this 
report should goabroad. This, fear, how- 


ever, seems groundless, as it is a 
well known fact that corn has been shipped 
from Chicago by the lake route to both Buff- 
alo and New York that became heated and 
out of condition before it arrived at its des- 
tination. Chief Inspector Livingston vouches 
for the truth of this statement, which he says 
he knows to be a factfrom personal experi- 
ence; yet Chicago’s reputation has 
not been. hurt as a market to 
buy corn for exportin. It is only the pres- 
ent season of. the year, and a peculiar season 
this vear that isseldom seen here, that is 
having this injurious effect upon corn sent 
here. The St. Louis grain inspectors say 
they do not believe this story about ‘thot 
corn.”? They are too particular 
in their grading’ here _ for any 
No.2? mixed corn ever to get out of con- 
dition after it leaves here. Mr. T. L. Currie, 
the grain inspector at Venice Elevator, says 
that he inspected from that elevator one of 
these barges that is complained about, and he 
will vouch for the fact that the corn was in 
best condition when louded. Mr. 

, A. Clayton, of Forstall, loss 
& Clayton, steamship agents at New Or- 
leans, and who is nowinthe city, stated that 
he had heard something about a shipment of 
corn arriving at New Orleans out of condi- 
tion, but did not think it was a matter that 
should be stirred up or referred to 
by the newspapers. He was indig- 
nant about a statement that had been circu-

lately shipped trom St. d’aul that had arriyed

in New Orleans in bad condition. Mr. Clay- 
ton said this report was nonsensical, as _ this 
wheat had not yet arrived in New 
Orleans.

One prominent ex- 
orter stated to-day that he had refused or- 
ers for about 1,500,000 busheis of No. 2 
mixed corn, which New Orleans firms wanted 
aranteed in good condition free on board. 
ese and European parties would only 
buy with same conditions delivered 
at their ports, but he refused to fill any of 
these orders, as he was afraid of the corn 
spoiling en route. These four barges, how- 
ever, isthe first lot of corn reported this 
season as arriving out of conditionin New 
Orleans. 


DR. GOODELL EXAMINED. 


What He Deposes Concerning Mr. Hall’s 
Character and Conduct. 


The deposition of Rev. Dr. Goodell, pastor 
of Pilgrim Congregational Church, was taken 
this afternoon before Notary Oldfleld in the 
furniture-contract suit of Mrs. Drake against 
James E. Hall, the Washington ayenue mar- 
bie merchant and ex-Congregational minis- 
ter. The Doctor’s testimony was taken in 
behalf of the plaintiff. 


The Doctor testified: I know Mr. Hall’s 
reputation in my congregation for truth and 
veracity. Itis not good. I[ move ina large 
circle in this city and have 
heard Mr. Hall’s character spoken of 
by many. Heis spoken of as wanting in 
truth and veracity. Much of my information 
concerning Hall has reached me 
in an advisory way from la- 
dies and others in my 
congregation. I do not deem it proper to 
speak of matters confided to me in my spir- 
itual relation as pastor. 
decline to give names unless 
I am compelled todo so. Mr. Hardwicke 
of Massachusetts, brother of Mrs. Hall, Mr. 
Whittakerand othersin ministerial circles 
have discussed Hall’s character. He came 
here in a business relation. but 
he was a minister and it was natural that 
some anxiety should be manifested touching 
his reputation. The ministers who  dis- 
cussed Hall’s character can = for them- 
selves. They have the gift of tongues. 

Counsel—That appears to be Mr. Ifall’s 
trouble. He, too, has a gift of tongue. 
(Laughter.) 

().—You are acquainted with certain facts 
concerning Mr. Hall’s relations with Mrs. 
Adams, are you not? 

A.—Those are matters of spiritual confi- 
dence which I should not disclcse. 

().—Have you not condemned Mr. Hall for 
his relations with certain ladies of your con- 
gregation? 

A.—I would prefer to draw the veil over 
those matters as faras it is possible. Mr. 
Hall’s influence has not been good in those 
directions. As I am under oath I will 
savy that Mr. Hall was only connected 
with my church a short time. Hall’s ac- 
tions and character generally have been the 
subject of discussion at the conference of 
ministers from time to time. Hall’s name 
has been associated in a way not pleasant to 
us at different times as is commonly known. 
He could not be admonished bv us 
for we had no charge over 
him. He!was out of the ministry here and 
latterly was an attendant of Dr. Ganse’s 
church. Mr. Hardwike’s reputation is 
of the highest order, and Mr. Whitta- 
ker, who has lived in this city, is known as 
worthy man. The ladies mentioned in con- 
nection with the statements affecting Hall 
are all, to use a common 
speech, ‘thigh - toned;” that i 
to say, the names of 
ladies of my congregation. 
Mr. Hall is not associating with those ladies 
now, for they gained such a knowledge of his 
character that they wanted nothing more 
to do with him. Those ladies to my knowl- 
edge who have been named as connected with 
my church are allestimable. I know nothing 
of Hall’s connections outside my church. 
Ido not remember seeing the inscription 
upon Mr. Hall’s watch whichis spoken of as 
having been exhibited by him when his 
Utah divorce failec to satisfy 
people of his clear record. 
am not acquainted with Mr. Hall’s methods 
of winning the approbation of the ladies. 
They can answer that better themselves. I 
do not know. whether he quoted poetry, shed 
tears, etc.

The City’s Relations to the Gas 
Companies. 


_ — 
—-— 


The Laclede Particularly Being Re- 
moved From Municipal In- 
terference. 


The compromise proposition between the 
city and the St®Louis Gas-Light Company 
has been made the special order for consider- 
ation to-morrow night. It seems that the 
committeemen while having the matter be- 
fore them took occasion to explore pretty 
thoroughly what has been hitherto debatable 
ground, the legal relations between the city 
and the corporations. The result was to show 
thatthe position taken by the PostT-DIis- 
PATCH on this phase of the _  con- 


troversy several months ago 
is that held by the best counsellors. Tne 

questions which the committee obtained light 

on were these: 

What will be the legal rights and relations 
between the city, the State andthe St. Louis 
and Laclede Gas Light companies, January 
1, 1890, under the provisions of law and con- 
tract in force as now in force? 

What conspicuous points of dispute or 
rights were disposed of by the recent decision 
of the Supreme Court as relates to the rights 
of the city under the contract of 1846? 

What burdens or license mav be imposed 
upon the gas companies by ordinance? 

THE ANSWERS 

received to these queries in condensed form 
by the committee were as follows: 

On Jan. 1, 1890, the tripartite contract of 
1873, superseding the contract of 1846, will 
bave expired. 

The Supreme Court decision sustains the 
eontract of 1873, and decides that the con- 
tract of 1846is of no more force or effect. 
It further decides that at no time 
could the city have become the owner 
of the St. Louis Gas Works bythe provis- 
ions of the contract of 184. Itfurther de- 
cides that the only remedy the city had be- 
fore the enactment of the contraet of 1873 
was a suit for damages, because the company 
refused to appoint arbitrators. The Court 
urgued that the powerto make the contract 
in 1846 gave the power to cancel. 

The st. Louis Gas Light Company at the 
expiration of its special charter in 1890, or at 
any time before, can procure the right for 
50 years under the State law to make and 
vend gas and lay down its 
mains in the streets of St. Louis. The 
City Council bas no authority to yvrant a 
franchise or privilege fora gas company to 
use the streets. Such power comes only 
from the State. 

The State, while it anthorizes gas compa- 
nies to lay their mainsinthe streets of any 
city, town or village, empowers such city, 
town or village to make ‘reasonable’ ordi- 
nances or by-laws regulating the laying of 
such mains. 

To what extent: the city may interfere by 
ordinance in 1880 to prevent the St. Louis 
Company from using its mains 
then under ground is a iezal 
question which has no precedent 
decision. Itis laid down in Diilon’s Muni- 
cipal Law that no city ordinance *‘capn be re. 
pugnant to the policy of the State as declared 
in its general ‘legislation.’’ 

As to the word “‘reasonable’’ used above the 
Supreme Court of Missouri has held that the 
Court will be the judge in each case whether 
the exercise of the power given to 2 city to 
make reasonable regulations has been prop- 
erly complied with by the terms of the ordi- 
nance. 

THE LACLEDE GAS COMPANY, 
by the terms of its amended charterof March, 
1868, and by the expiration of the 1873 agree- 
ment, Will have authority after January 1, 
1890, without consulting the city, to lay its 
miins throughout the whole city. Its charter 
is perpetual, just as the Post-DIsSPaTcu 
pointed out months ago, and the position is 

sustained by James O. Broadhead, T. T. 
Gantt, Horatio M. Jenes and W. B. Napton. 

The charter gives the Assembly power 
to make contracts for lighti\ns the streets 
of the city, but the city bas no authority to 
impose any excessive bur. hen upon a gas com- 
pany Which receives its authority from the 
Stute to occupy the streets. Whilethe city is 
thus restricted the ¢ity and the company may 
by mutual agreement adopt a contract wuich 
Shull make the city a beneficiary in the manu. 
faciure and sale of gas. 

Irom the above it will be sven that the 
city’s power over the gas comp imies are liun- 
ited. The State alone can interiere with the 
St. Lou's Company andthat only after Is, 
The Laclede holds a charter which is per- 
petual, and is only restricted to tie present 
locality until 1890, after which it may co into 
any part of the city. There may beau differ- 
ence of opinionin relation to soine of the 
positions stated, but these are the relations 
the eorporations sustain to the city as 
they have been luid down to the Council 
Committee and they will be placed before the 


cific were settled. The amount of first mort- 
gage bonds is $5,000,000,7 per cents, payable in 
London and New York, April 1 
and October 1, due in 1928. 
These bonds the purchasing companies 
agree to perpetuate at the existing status. 
The stock amounts to $7,990,000, to the 42,- 
490,000 first preferred,of which 5 per cent for 
two years and 6 per cent thereafter is award- 
ed by the agreement. 

On the 33,000,000 second preferred 3 per 
cent will be pgid. The $2,500,000 common 
stock is, by the agreement, afforded the per- 
petual guarantee of the purchasing com- 
panies. 


HOW TO GET MARRIED. 


The New License Law Taking Effect on 
Monday—its Conditions. 


On Monday morning next the new mar- 
riage license law takes effect. For the bene- 
fit of those who propose to take the matri- 
monial leap it may be well to state how the 
law has directed that it may be accomplished. 
On and after Monday all persons who wish to 


ret married must, in the first 
instance, present themselves at the 
ofi.ce of the Recorder in the Court House 
south wing. The applieant will be asked 
first whether he is single and above the age 
of2l years? Then he wiil be questioned con- 
cerning the Jady of his choice, whether she is 
unmarried and above the age of 18 years? If 
the responses are in accordance 
with legal provision, and the ap- 
plicant states that he knows of no 
impediment to the marriage, Recorder Irwin 
will adjust bis glasses, assume a_ benign ex- 
pression and fiil in the following form of li- 
cense:

This license authorizes any Judge, Justice 
of the Peace, licensed or ordained Preacher 
ofthe Gospel or other person authorized un- 
derthe laws of this State, to solemnize 
marriage between —, of - , Who is 
above the age of 21 years, and --—, of , 
who is above the age of 18 years.
